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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 , Claim 28 is generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species 
comprising as follows. 

Species I, directed towards a facilitator for facilitating various management tasks 
concerning a fuel dispenser and its components, wherein a diagnostic test 
procedure manipulates event-specific variables (see p.9, lines 3-5 of the 
specification); 

Species II, directed towards a facilitator having an agent facility configured to 
receive event information from the fuel dispenser, process the event information, 
evaluate and/or analyze the processed event information, execute a 
maintenance task based upon the results, execute a control task based upon the 
results, (see p.1 1 , lines 21-24 and p. 12, lines 1-5,) 

Species III, directed towards a facilitator having an agent facility configured to 
receive event information from the fuel dispenser, perform a diagnostic operation, 
and/or perform and/or direct a maintenance operation in relation to the fuel 
dispenser position, (see p.1 2, lines 6-11);

Spe'cies IV, directed towards a facilitator having an agent facility configured to 
receive event information from the fuel dispenser, the agent further having a data 
facility including a plurality of information elements associated with an event (see 
p. 12, lines 12-24);
